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The aaplicant argued that the cited art does not disclose the appicants suggested filtering based on specific fileds in the packet. The 
examienr maintains that the same limitation in its broadest term has already been discussed within the rejection of claim 1, wherein 
Denio discloses a forwarding module filrering data when a packet is destined for a specific port, where a destination address is 
evaluated. Furthermore a destination address is equivalent to a specific filed within the packet. 

The applicant argued that the cited art does not disclose the applicants claimed, "determining a flow". The examiner maintains that the 
same limitation in its broadest term is already discussed within the rejection of claim 1, wherein Merchant discloses a source and 
address search as suggested by the arguments on page 6 lines 1-5. Merchant discloses searching for and determining a source and 
destination address of a packet, which is equivalent to a flow when taken in its broadest sense. 

The applicant argued that the cited art does not disclose the applicants claimed, "index values". The examiner maintains that the same 
limitation in its broadest term has already been discussed within the rejection of claim 10 and 13, wherein Denio discloses creating a 
filtering code/mask comprised of a distinct number of bits, where the bits represent whether or not a packet is to forwarded or filtered 
(Col lines 30-43). 
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
